GOP Victory Is 
Only Road Out of 
Worldwide Chaos 

400 Turn Out for 
Republican Rally 
In Ardmore Tuesday 

'The Republican party is the only 
vehicle by which we can bring 
some order out of chaos in America 
and the world, Congressman Frank- 
lin H..Lichtenwaiter told Republi- 
can workers of Lower Merion and 
Narberth Tuesday night. 

Lichtenwalter, who represents 
Bucks and Lehigh Counties — the 
Eighth Congressional District — 
was the principal speaker at a Re- 
publican rally sponsored by the 
Lower Merion Township Republi- 
can Committee and the Lower Mer- 
ion-Narberth Council of Republi- 
can Women. 

More than 400 persons braved the 
cold, rainy night to attend the 
i-ally, held at the Ardmoije Worn 
an's Club. 

The visiting Congressman em 
phasized in his address the fulfill- 
ment by the Republican-controlled 
80th Congress of the 1936 campaign 
pledges. 

"Republican candidates for Con- 
gress in 1946," he said, "promised 
That if sufficient Republicans were 
elected to control Congress they 
would reduce Federal expenditur- 
es, reduce taxes, try to bring about 
a better relationship between labor 
and management, and investigate 
subversive activities, particularly 
as they exist in the gowrnment it- 
self. 

"The.se pledges' have been ful- 
filled. The 80th Congress pa.ssed 
good legislation, but because of in- 
e/ficiea). administration we have 
not yet been able to solve some of 
the country's most important prob- 
lems."

In his talks at meetings and rallies, MontRom- 

ery County's Congressman Samuel K. McConnell, Jr., is currently 

giving his constituents a first-hand report on this important sub- 

** ject. In an effort to bring it to the attention of every voter In 

this area, we have prepared a condensation of the Congressman's 

• report which Will be published in two installments.) 

Confronting the SOth Congress when it assembled in January, 
'• 1947, was the tremendous .job of bringing some order and sense out 
of the confu.sion which had arisen in converting our goverrmental 
affairs from a global war to a peacetime basis. 

Despite clever and determined opposition we balanced the Federal 

Budget for the first time in 16 years. This eliminated the necessity 

* for cieticit spending which had pla.yed so large a part in causing high 

prices. Fiscal year 1948 (July, 1948) ended with the biggest Treasury 

. surplus in our history, about $8,250,000,000. 

Taxes 

.,, Congress pas.sed a tax reduction bill over the veto oi ri«;sident 

Truman. That act has been misrepresented to the people with claims 

that it favors the rich over the poor. Seventy-one percent o£ the 

' $4,b00,()00,000 reduction goes to persons with incomes of less than 

$5000 a year. 

*•* It is not a -Straight dcro.ss the board percentage tax cut. It ranges 

fi'om 12,6 percent in the lower brackets to five percent in the lop 
brackets. About 7,400,000 taxpayers in the lowest brackets no longer 
pay any Federal income lax. An additional .i;600 tax exemption is 
granted to taxpayeiv, over 65 years of age, and there is an additional 

" $600 exemption for the blind. 

Labor Management Relations 

• Prior to the convening of the SOth Congress in Januar.v, 1947, 

labor-management relations had deteriorated to such an extent that 
they became front page news. During 1946, a very black year in work 
Stoppages, workers had lost 116,000,000 man-days of works. Some- 
thing was obviously wrong. 

Lengthy hearings were held and millions of words of testimony 
taken. Finally, after several months, the Labor-Management Rela- 
tions Act (Taft-Hartley Act) was passed. 

The new law has been in operation one year. How well is it 
operating? Let us consider the period from V-J Day, August 15, 1945, 
and on and after August 22, 1947, when it became effective; that is 
before and after the new law. The facts and figures are from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

Work stoppages declined 49 percent under the new law. 
The number of workers involved in strikes decreased 61 iiercenl 
under the new law. 

The number of man-days of idleness because of work stoppages 
dropped 4,600,000 man days since the new law was passed. 

Furthermore, and this is important to every working man; under 
the new law wages have continued to rise, 

Unions to be recognized under the act are required to make 
■p , annual financial reports to their members. 

The closed shop is forbidden. The union ship is permitted, but 
can not be imposed on any employee unless a majority of the 
employees vote for it by secret ballot. Even then, a worker willing 
to pay mitiation fees and dues cannot be excluded from his job 
, 1, because a union arbitrarily refuses to admit him, or flree him after 
he is admitted. 

Welfare funds are to be treated as trust funds, properly audited 
and supervised, so that the money will be there when needed by the 
employees. 
"* * Unions to be recognized under the act are required to file ofllcer 

•• non-communist affidavits. 

, The National Labor Relations Board's functions are divided to 

, provide for separate investigation, prosecution and judicial actiori. It 

requires it' to use fair procedures and to render fair decisions, 

* Nothing In the act restores the right o£ an employer to go to the 

courts and secure an Injunction against strikes. Injunctions can be 

> obtained only by the government for certain types of actions. 

It makes the Conciliation Service an Independent agency, directs 

it to try to prevent .strikes — it cannot forbid them — and authorizes it 

to take a secret ballot of employees before a strike, if the Union is 

willing.

Construction on a new $1,200,000 
five-story apartment building to 
be located on City Ave., one prop- 
erty north of Belnipnt Ave., Bala, 
will be begun this fall.
